1 HE owners of privateers have a commiſſion which impowers them to 
| appropriate to their own uſe whatever prize they make, after legal 
condemnation ; and government allows them, beſides, 51.t for every man 
on-board a man of war or privateer, taken or deſtroyed at the beginning of 
the engagemnt; and in caſe we are at war with more potentates than one, 
they muſt have commiſſions for acting againſt each of them; otherwiſe a 
captain, carrying only one againſt the Spaniards, and in his courſe meets 
with and takes a Frenchman, this prize is not good, but would be taken 
from him by any man of war he met, and could not be condemned {for him) 
in the admiralty, as many have experienced. _ e | 
The manner of fitting out theſe privateers has commonly been at the joint 
| expence of ſeveral merchants, and is always very expenſive, as warlike ſtores 
are at all times coſtly, and their prices more eſpecially raiſed on theſe oc- 
cations, when the demand for them is conſiderably increaſed, | 
In ſome of theſe adventures, the men on-board go on the terms of no 
purchaſe no pay: and, in this caſe, the produse of whatſoevef is taken goes 
half to the ſhip, (for the owners,) and half to the men, divided among them 
according to the articles of agreement ; but, when the men ſail for wages, 
the captures appertain entirely to the owners, except a {mall part, which 1s 
commonly ſtipulated to be given the ſailors, extra of their wages, in order 
to animate them in their behaviour ; and both ways of arming are regulated 
by the articles entered into between the owners and mariners, of, which a 
copy is added at the end of this chapter. Me eto) „ 
No privateers may attempt any thing againſt the law of nations, as to 
aſſault an enemy in a port or haven, under the protection of any prince or 
republic, be he friend, ally, or neuter; for the peace of ſuch place muſt be 
kept inviolable.— Molloy de Jur. mar. p. 49. f.

in a piratical manner; for if it is made upon a ſtrong preſumption, ſupported 
by many circumſtances and appearances that a caption 1s juſt, as belonging 
to him againſt whom the repriſals are granted, though if, on examination, it 
proves otherwiſe, and the ſuffering parties have their ſhip and goods reſtored, 
yet the captors are not liable to puniſhment, though ſometimes they may be 
to damages. On the contrary, they are juſtified in endeavouring to recover 
their right, or diſtreſs the enemy (for which the letters were granted them) 
though in effecting it they may be miſtaken, as it is natural for the enemy to 
cover their effects in the beſt manner they can. It would be impoſlible 
always to determine the affair at ſea, therefore it is allowable to bring a 
dubious capture into port, in order to more nice and juft ſcrutiny and 
inſpection, otherwiſe the goods of an enemy would often eſcape. How- 
ever, to guard againſt unlawful ſeizures, the government have wiſely 
directed ſufficient caution to be given (as before mentioned) for the due 
obſervance of the letters according to law, before they permit their ifluing ; 
and where there is a breach committed, the penalties are inflicted.— Roll's

in the voyage, to make good to the plaintiff his ſhare, or to that effect; in

It was referred to Sir Lionel Jenkins to 
eertify the courſe of the admiralty, who certified accordingly, and that it 
was fo in all places, for otherwiſe there would be no navigation: whereupon 
the plaintiff's bill was diſmiſſed.

If the owner of a ſhjp lets it to another, he is ſtill liable for a loſs of gold 
ſent by that ſhip. The defendant, in an action of this kind, was ſole owner 
of a ſhip, which he let to one Fletcher for a voyage for a certain ſum, ard 
Fletcher was to have the benefit of carrying goods. The plaintiff {ent a 
quantity of moidores, and had bills of lading ſigned by the captain: and, 
many of the moidores not _ delivered according to conſignment, an ac- 
tion was brought againſt the defendant, the owner of the {hip, to make him 


liable as far as the ſhip and freight were worth, according to 7 Geo. II. c. 15. 


For the defendant it was inſiſted, that, though the ſhip was his property, 
yet he was not {o owner as to be hable to the plaintiff, and that Fletcher is 
for this purpoſe the owner. But, it appearing the defendant bad covenanted 
for the condition of the ſhip, and the behaviour of the maſter, the chiet-juſlice 

held he was liable to the plaintiff: and the freight he had in general from 
Fletcher was ſufficient, though the identical freight for the gold belonged to

If a ſhip be repaired in the river Thames, and fitted out there with new 
rigging and apparel, the ſhip itſelf is not liable, but the owners.

Lord Mansfield, in delivering judgement, ſaid, This caſe was reſerved, not 
1th a, view to the particular matter in diſpute or the parties now before the 
ourt, but in conſideration of a general anxiety in the owners of ſhips, em- 
loyed in this trade, to know how far they are by law liable for the acts of 
heir reſpective leſſees. In that point of view, we have conſidered the caſe 
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wy particularly; and, after the fulleſt deliberation, we think it impoſſible 
to ſay that the plaintiffs are not entitled to recover.

But there 1s 
farther degree of reſponſibility, by the cuſtom of the realm, that is, by the 
dmmon law: a carrier is in the nature of an inſurer.

INSURANCE is a contract by which the inſurer undertakes, in conſidera - 
Ibn of a premium equivalent to the hazard run, to indemnify the perſon 

inſured againſt certain perils or loſſes, or againſt ſome particular event. All 

inſurances, whether againſt fire or on lives, fall within this general deſcrip- 
tion; but the ſubject meant to be conſidered here is that of MARINE IN. 

SURANCES. From this definition it appears te be a contract of indem- 

nity againſt thoſe perils, to which ſhips and goods are expoſed, in the courſe 

of their voyage from one place to another. 7 1 V 

The origin of inſurance has occaſioned much doubt among the writers 
upon mercantile law. Indeed, it is involved in ſo much obſeurity, that, 
after all the reſearches which have been made, any very ſatisfactory ſolution 
of this doubt cannot be promiſed. One truth however is clear, that, wherever 
commerce extended its influence, inſurance muſt have ſoon followed as a ne- 
ceſſary attendant, it being impoſſible to carry on any very extenſive trade 
without it, eſpecially in time of war. Some writers have aſcribed the origin 
of this contract to Claudius Cæſar, the fifth Roman Emperor. Other reſpec- 

table authorities have given the honour of it to the Rhodians, thus laying a 

foundation for the idea that the law of inſurance had obtained a place in 
oft of the ancient codes of juriſprudence. The minute conſideration of 

this queſtion through thoſe remote times would be attended with little ſatiſ- 
action; the mind perhaps is more gratified to know, from authentic hiſtory, 
that, whatever might have been its imperfect infant ſtate, 1 5 the end of 
he fifteenth century, many conſiderable regulations were made at Barcelona, 

n Spain, reſpecting Marine Inſurances.

IV. CAPTURE AND DETENTION OF PRINCES. 

A hip is to be conſidered as loſt by capture, though ſhe be never condemned 
at all, nor carried into any port or fleet of the enemy, and the inſurer muſt pay 
the value. If, after a condemnation, the owner recover or retake her, the 
inſurer can be in no other condition than if ſhe had been retaken or recovered 
belore condemnation. The inſurer runs the riik of the inſured, and undertakes 
to indemnify ; he muſt therefore bear the % actually ſuſtained. So that if, 
after condemnation, the owner recovers the [tip in her compiete condition, 


Wu pay the loſs ſo actually ſuitained. No capture by the enemy can be ſo 
WEtota! a loſs as to leave no poſſibility of recovery. If the owner himſelf ſhould 
WW take, at any time, he will be entitled; and, by the act of 29 Geo. II. c. 34.

The anſwer to which objection is, that the diſtinction is founded in 
the nature of the thing. Inſurance is a contract of indemnity, againſt the 
perils of the voyage, to the amount of the value in the policy; and, there.

Whatever the maſter of a ſhip in diſtreſs does for the preſervation of the

The general queſtion is, whether the plaintiff, who, 
at the time of his action brought, at the time of his offer to abandon, and 
at the time of his being firſt apprized of any accident having happened, had 
only, in truth, ſuſtained a partial loſs, ought to recover for a total one, 
The plaintiff's demand is for an indemnity. This action then muſt he 
founded upon the nature of his damnification, as it really is at the time the 
action is brought. It is repugnant, upon a contract of indemnity, to recover 
as for a total loſs, when the final event has decided that the damnification, 
in truth, is an average, or perhaps no loſs at all. Whatever undoes the dam- 
nification, in whole or in part, muſt operate upon the indemnity in the ſame 
degree. It is a contradiction in terms, to bring an action for indemnity, 
when, upon the whole event, no damage has been ſuſtained, 9 
In the preſent caſe, the notion of a veſted right in the plaintiff to ſue as 
for a total loſs, before the recapture, is. fictitious only, and not founded in 
truth. For the inſured is not olige to abandon in any caſe: he has an 
election. No right can veſt as for a total loſs till he has made that election: 
he cannot elect, before advice is received of the loſs; and, if that advice 
ſhew the peril to be over and the thing in ſafety, he cannot ele at all, be- 
cauſe he has no right to abandon when the thing is ſafe. The preſent at. 
tempt is the firſt that ever was made, to charge the inſurer as for a total loſs, 
upon an intereſt- policy, after the thing was recovered. _ _ 
It has been ſaid, „that there is no. book, antient or modern, which does 
not ſay, that, in caſe of the ſhip being taken, the inſured may demand for a 
total loſs, and abandon.” That propoſition is certainly true, provided the 
capture, or the total loſs occaſioned thereby, continue to the time of abandon- 
ing and bringing the action. It is impoſſible that any man ſhould deſire to 
abandon in a caſe circumſtanced like the preſent, but for one of two reaſons, 
namely, either becauſe he has over-walurd, or becauſe the market has fuller 
| belowthe original price. The only reaſons, that can make it the intereſt of 
the party to deſire, are concluſive againſt allowing it. It is unjuſt to tum 
the fall of the market upon the inſurer, who has no concern in it, and could 
never gain by the riſe. And an over-valuation is contrary to the general 
policy of the marine law; contrary to the ſpirit of the act of 19 Geo. Il. 3 
tempation to fraud, and a great abuſe: therefore no man ſhall be allowed to 
avail himſelf of having over- valued. If the valuation be true the plaintiff 8 
indemnified, by being paid the charge he was put to by the capture. If he 
has over-valued, he will be a gainer, if he be permitted to abandon: and be 
can only deſire it, becauſe he has over-valued..

| Cazalet and others v. Barbe, 1 Term Rep. p. 187. This was an action 
on a policy of inſurance upon the ſhip Friendſhip, from Wyburgh to Lynn, 
ſubſcribed by the defendant for 100/. at two guineas per cent. The defen- 
dant pleaded a tender, and paid 487. into court. The cauſe was tried at 
Guildhall, before Mr. Jultice Buller, when a cafe was reſerved for the opi - 
nion of the court, ſtating, that the damages ſuſtained by the fhip, in the Voyage 
inſured, did not exceed 481. per cent. which ſum the defendant had paid into 
court upon pleading in the action. That, when the ſhip arrived at the port 
of Lynn, ſh2 was not worth repairing. The queſtion for the opinion of the 
court was, whether the plaintiffs had a right to abandon. 7 
This caſe came on to be argued when Lord Mansfield was abſent, and the 
three other judges were unanimous in opinion for the defendant. 
Mr. Juſtice Buller ſaid, “ nothing can be better eftablithed than that the 
owner of a ſhip can only abandon in caſe of a total loſs. But there is no in- 
fiance where the owner can abandon, unleſs, at ſome period or other of the 
voyage, there has been a total lajs. No ſuch event has happened here; for 
che jury have expreſsly found, that the loſs amounted only to 48“. per cent. 
Even allowing /ozal loſs to be a technical expreflion, yet the manner, in which 
the plaintiff's counſel has ſtated it, is rather too broad.

In another caſe, a letter being received, ſtating, that a ſhip ſailed from 
Jamaica for London on the 24th of November, afier which an inſurance 


was made, and the agent told the inſurer, that the ſhip ſailed the latter end 


of December; this was alſo held, by Lord Chiet- Juſtice Lee, to be a fraud, 


and the defendant had a verdict. — Roberts D. Founereau, Sitt. after Trin. 

And in another caſe, where the policy was underwritten thus, ““ Warrant. 
ed neutral ſhip and property.” And the jury found, “ that the ſhip and 
property were not neutral Jropeny; as warranted by the ſaid policy.” Lord 
Mansfield and the reſt of the court were of opinion, that it was too clear 


a Caſe to bear an argument. This was zo contracts for there was a falſehood, 
in reſpect of the condition of the thing inſured : becaule the plaintiff inſured 


neutral property, and this was not neutral property.—Woolmer v. Muilman, 
3_ Burr. 1419. 5 | | | VV 
From the preceding caſe, we may collect this principle, that a falſe afjr- 


tion in a policy will, vitiate the contract; even though the loſs happen in a 
made not affected by that falſity, 2 


The ſecond ſpecies of fraud, which affects inſurances, is the concealment 


of circumſtances, known only to one of the parties entering into the contract. 
The facts, upon which the riſk is to be computed, lie, for the moit part, 


within the knowledge of the inſured only. The underwriter muſt therefore 
rely upon him for all neceſſary information; and muſt truſt to him, that he 


will conceal nothing, ſo as to make him form a wrong eſtimate. If a mi- 


take happen, without any fraudulent intention, {till the contract is annulled, 
becauſe the riſk 1s not the ſame which the underwriter intended. | 
One, having a doubtful account of his ſhip, that was at ſea, namely, that 


a ſhip, deſcribed like his, was taken, inſured her, without giving any notice 


to the inſurers of what he had heard, either as to the hazard or the circum- 


ſtances, which might induce him to believe chat his ſhip was in great danger, | 


if not actually loſt. 


Lord-Chancellor Macclesfield. — The inſured has not dealt fairly with the 


inſurers in this caſe z he * to have diſcloſed to them what intelligence be 
had of the ſhip's. being in danger, and which might induce him, at leaſt, to 


fear that it was loſt, though he had no certain account of it. For, if thy 


circumſtance had been diſcovered, it is impoſſible to think that the inſuren 


would have inſured the ſhip at fo ſmall a premium as they have done, but 


either would not have inſured at all, or would have inſiſted on a larger pie 
mium, ſo that the concealment of this intelligence is a fraud. Whereupon 
the policy was decreed to be delivered up with coſts, but the premium to be 


paid back, and allowed out of the coits. — Da Coſta v. Scandret, 2 Peet 


Williams, 170.

In another caſe it appeared, that, on the 25th of Auguſt, 1740, the defen- 
dant underwrote a policy from Carolina to Holland. It came cut in evidence, 
that the agent for the plaintiff had, on the 23d of Auguſt, (two days before the 
policy was effected, ) received a letter from Cowes, dated the 2 iſt of Augutt 


wherein it is ſaid; . On the 12th of this month, I was in company with tie 


ſhip Davy, - (the ſhip in qa eſtion,) at twelve at night loff fight of her all at 
once; rhe captain ſpoke” to me the day before that he was leaky ; and the ne 
day we had'a.hard gale.” Thewhip, however, continued her voyage i the 
_ 19th of Auguit, when ſhe was taken by the Spaniards; and there was no P77 
tence of any knowledge of the aQual loſs at the tune gf the inſurance; 5 k 
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| which the inſured may be innocently filent. 3 . 
Our ideas on this topic, the argument of Lord Mansfield, in Carter v.

| as made in conſequence of a letter received that day from tlie plaintiff abroad, 


dated the 27th of June before. ; | 
Lord Chief- Juſtice Lee declared, that as theſe are contracts upon chance, 
each party ought to know all the circumſtances. And he thought it not ma- 
terral, that the loſs was not ſuch an one as the letter imported; for thoſe things 
are to be conſidered in the ſituation of them at the time of the contract, and 
not to be judged of by ſubſequent events. He therefore thought it a ſtrong 
caſe for the deſendant. The jury found accordingly. — Seaman. v. Fonnereauy 
2 Stra. 1183. 9 8 . N | 
In an action on a policy of inſurance, the cafe was, that the ſhip was in- 
ſured at and from Genoa, liable to average. The loading was put on board 
at Leghorn the 1oth of Auguſt, and the veſſel had lain at Genoa above five 
months, being originally bound for Dublin; but, loſing her convoy, ſhe put 
into Genoa the 13th of Auguſt, and lay there till the 5th of January, when 
ſhe ſailed. And the inſurance was made the zoth of January; at which time 
theſe circuiaſtances were known ro the aſſured, but not communicated to the 
underwriter. - A few days after ſhe put to ſea, ſhe was ſhattered by a ſtorm, 
and the cargo conſiderably damaged. 'The jury found a verdict for the plain- 


tiff; and a new trial was moved for on this ground, that the policy was bad 


ab initio, for want of a due diſcloſure of the circumſtances. 

Lord Mansfield.—The queſtion is, whether here was a ſufficient diſcloſure ; 
that is, whether the fact concealed was material to the riſk run. This is a 
matter of fact; and, if material, the conſequence is matter of law, that the 
policy is bad. Now who can ſay, that no riſk was run, during the five months 
ſtay at Genoa, or no damage happened in that period? The policy is founded 


on miſrepreſentation : the ſhip is inſured . at and from Genoa to Dublin; the 


adventure to begin from the loading, to equip for this voyage.” This plainly 
implies, that Genoa was the port of loading : and, at the trial, all the witneſſes 


| faid, that, by uſage, it was material to acquaint the underwriter, whether the 
inſurance was to be at the commencement or in the middle of a voyage. A 


new trial was accordingly granted. f | 
But although the rule is laid down thus generally, that one of the contract- 


ing parties is bound to conceal nothing from the other, yet it is by no meaus 


ſo general as not to admit of an exception. There are many matters as to

Boehm, 3 Burr. 1905, will completely regulate. The facts of that caſe are 
not material; but we ſhall only give the reaſoning of Lord Mansfield, upon 
the general doctrine of what is not neceſſary to be revealed. _ 

His lordſhip ſaid, inſurance is a contract uon ſpeculation. The ſpecial 


facts, upon which the riſk is to be computed, lie moſt commonly in the 
knowledge of the inſured only. The underwriter truſts to his ſtatement, 


and proceeds upon confidence, that he does not keep back any circumſtances 


within his knowledge, to miſlead the underwriter into a belief that the cir- 
| cumſtance does not exiſt, and to induce him to eſtimate the riſk as if it did 


not exiſt. - The keeping back ſuch circumſtances is a fraud; and therefore 
the policy is void. Although the ſuppreſſion ſhould happen through mitake, 
without any fraudulent intention; yet ſtill the underwriter is deceived, and 
the policy 1s void: becauſe the riſk run is really different from the riſk under- 


and intended to be run at the time of the agreement, The policy 
W 


\ ould equally be void againſt the underwriter, if he concealed any thing; as, 
if le inſured a ſhip on her voyage, which he privately knew to be arrived: 
and an action would lie to recover the premium: The governing principle 
be bis to all contracts and dealings. Good faith forbids either party, 
y concealmg what he private ly knows, to draw the other into a bargain,

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from his ignorance of that fact, and his beli-ving the contrary. But either 


party may be. innocently ſilent as to grounds open to both to cxercife 
their judgements upon. There are many matters as to which the inſured 
may be innocently filent ; he needs not mention what the underwriter 
knows. An underwriter cannot infift that the policy 1s void, becauſe the 
inſured did not tell him what he actually knew, what way ſoever he came 
to. the knowledge. The infured needs not mention what the underwriter 


_ ought to know; what he takes upon himſelf the knowledge of; or what he 


waives being informed of. The underwriter needs not be told what leſſens 
the riſk agreed, and underſtood to be run by the expreſs terms of the policy, 
He needs not be told general topics of ſpeculation: as, for inſtance, the un- 
darwriter is hound to know every cauſe which may occaſion natural perils; 
as the difficulty of the voyage; the kind of ſeaſon; the probability of light. 
ning, hurricanes, and earthquakes. He is bound to know every cauſe which 
may occaſion political perils: from the rupture of ſtates; from war, and 
the various operations of war. He 1s bound to know the probability of ſafety, 
from the continuance and return of peace; from the imbecility of the enemy, 
through the weakneſs of their councils, or their want of ſtrength. If an 
_ underwriter inſure private ſhips of war, by fea, and on ſhore, from ports to 
ports, and from places to places, any where, he needs not be told the ſecret 
enterpriſes, upon which they are deſtined ; becauſe he knows ſome expe- 
dition muſt be in view: and, from the nature of his contract, he waives the 
information, without being told. If he infure for three years, he needs not 
be told any circumſtance to ſhew it may be over in two: or, if he inſure a 
voyage with liberty of deviation, he needs not be told what tends to ſhew 
there will be no deviation. Men argue differently, from natural phz- 
nomena and political appearances : they have different capacities, different 
degrees of knowledge, and different intelligence. But the means of informa- 
tion and judging are open to both: each profeſſes to act from his own {kill 
and ſagacity, and therefore neither needs to communicate to the other, 
The reaſon of the rule, which obliges the parties to er is to prevent 
fraud, and encourage good faith: it is adapted to ſuch facts as vary the nature 
of the contract, which one privately knows, and the other 18 ignorant of, and 
has no reaſon to ſuſpect. The queſtion, therefore, muſt always be, Whether 
there was, under all the circumſtances, at the time the policy was under- 
ritten, a fair ſtatement, or a concealment : fraudulent, if deſigned ; or, 
though not defigned, varying materially the object of the policy, and char. 
ging the riſk peiderftood $5o:6e ran? ne Goo Nerd eb 
zd. We come now to the third diviſion, namely, to caſes in which pdli- 
cies are void by mi/repreſentanion. Before we proceed to ſtate the caſes ut- 
der this head, it will be proper to diſtinguiſh between a warranty and a fe- 
preſentation. A warranty or condition is that which makes a part of the 
written policy, and be moſt literally and ſtrictly performed; and being a part 
of the agreement, nothing tantamount will do or anſwer the purpoſe, 
repreſentation is a ſtate of the caſe, not a part of the written inſtrument, but 
_ collateral to it, and 2 independent of it; and it is ſufficient, that 4 
_ repreſentation be /ub/antially performed. Warranties will be noticed hielt. 
after. If there be a miſrepreſentation, it will avoid the policy, as a fraud, 
bat not as a part of the agreement, Even written inſtructions, if they art 
not inſerted in the policy, are only to be conſidered as repreſentations 3 ad 
in order to make them valid and binding, as a warranty, it is abſolutely le- 
ceflary to make them a part of the inſtrument, by which the contract of IN 
. demnity is effected. If a repreſentation be falſe in any material point, it 
will avoid the policy ; and if the point be not material, the W 
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can hardly ever be fraudulent. A few of the deciſions will elucidate theſe 
principles. 5 4 

Pawſon v. Watſon, Cowper, 785.— Upon a rule to ſhew cauſe why a new 
trial ſhould not be granted in this caſe, Lord Mansfield reported as follows. 


This was an action upon a policy of inſurance. At the trial it appeared in 
evidence, that the firft underwriter had the following inſtructions ſhewn to 


him: © Three thoufand five hundred pounds upon the ſhip Julius Cæſar, for 


Hallifax, to touch at Plymouth, and any port in America; he mounts 


tavelve guns and tabenty men.“ Theſe inſtructions were not aſked for, nor 


communicated to the defendant ; but the ſhip was only repreſented generally 


to him as a ſpip of force: and a thouſand pounds had been done, before the 


defendant underwrote any thing upon her. The inſtructions were gated the 
28th of June, 1776, and the ſhip ſailed on the 23d of July, 1776; and 
was taken by an American privateer, That, at the time of her being taken, 
ſhe had on board fix four-pounders, four three-pounders, three one-pounder, 
ſix half-pounders, which are called ſwivels, and twenty-ſeven men and boys 
in all, for her crew; but, of them, ſixteen only were nen, (not twenty, as 
the inſtructions mentioned,) and the reſt boys. But the witneſs ſaid, he con- 
ſidered her as being ſtronger with this force, than if ſhe had twelve carriage- 
guns and twenty men: he alfo ſaid (which is a material circumſtance) 


there there avere neither men nor guns on board at the time of the inſurance. | 


That he himſelf inſured at the ſame premium, without regard or inquiry 


into the force of the ſhip. Other underwriters alſo inſured at the ſame pre- 
mium, without any other repreſentation than that ſhe was a Hip of force. 
That to every four-pounder there ſhould be five men and a boy. That, in 


merchant-ſhips, boys always go under the denomination of men. This was 


met by evidence on the part of the defendant, ſaying, that guns mean car- 


r1age-guns, not feviwels 5 and men mean able men, excluſive of boys. The de- 
fence was, that theſe inſtructions were to be conſidered as a warranty, the 
lame as if they had been inſerted in the policy, though they were not pro- 
ved to have been ſhewn to any but the firſt underwriter. If the court ſhould 


be of opinion, that the inſtructions amounted to a warranty, then a new trial 


is to be had without coſts ; otherwiſe, the verdict, which was for the plaintiff, 


is to ſtand. | 


Lord Mansfield. — There is no diſtinction better known to thoſe, who are 


at all converſant in the law of inſurance, than that which exiſts between a 


. warrify or condition, which makes a part of a written policy, and a repre- 


ſentation of the ſtars of the caſe. Where it is a part of the written policy, 
it muſt be performed. As, if there be a warranty of convoy, there mutt be 
a convoy, tor in the caſe of convoy, it might be faid, the party would not 


have inſured without convoy. Therefore, if there be fraud in a repreſenta- 
ton, 1t will avoid the policy, on account of the fraud, but not on account 


ol the non- compliance with any part of the agreement, So that there can- 
not be a clearer diſtinction, than that which exiits between a warranty, which 
males part of the written policy, and a collateral repreſentation, which, 


if talſe in a point of materiality, makes the policy void: but, if zo: material, 


it Can hardly ever be fraudulent. I have repeatedly, at Guildhall, cautioned 
and recommerd: d it to the brokers, to enter all repreſentations made Kn 
la a book: that advice has been followed in London. The queſtion then is, 
whether, in this poliey, the perſon inſuring has ævarranted that the ſhip ſhould 
poſitively and literally have zavelve carriage-guns and twenty men. That 15, 


whether the inſtructions given in evidence are a part of the policy, The an- 


iwer to this is, read your agreement; read your policy, There is no ſuch 
thing to be found there. It is replied, yes, but in fact there is, for the in- 
ructions upon which this policy was made contain that expreſs ſtipulation. 
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The anſwer again is, there never were any inſtructions ſhewn to the defen. 
_ dant; nor were any aſked for by him. What colour then has he to ſay that 
thoſe inſtructions are any part of his agreement? It is ſaid, he inſured upon 
the credit of the firſt underwriter. A repreſentation to the firit underwriter 
1 has nothing to do with that, which is the agreement, or terms of the policy. 
The repretentation amounts to no more than this: I tell you what the force 
wil be, becauſe it is ſo much the better for you. There is no fraud in it, 
becauſe it is a repreſentation only of what, in the then ſtate of the ſhip, 
they thought would be the truth. And, in real truth, the ſhip ſailed with x 
larger force: for ſhe had nine carriage-guns and fix ſwivels. The under. 
writers, therefore, had the advantage by the difference. There was no ſtipu. 
lation avout what the weight of metal would be. All the witneſſes ſay, that 
ſhe had more force than it the had twelve carriage-guns, in paint of ſtrength, 
of convenience, and for the purpoſe of reſiſtance. Ihe ſupercargo, in particular, 
ſays, “ he inſured the ſame ſhip, and the {ame voyage, for the ſame premium, 
without ſaying a ſyllable about the force.” Why then it was a matter pro. 
per for the jury to ſay, whether the repreſentation was falſe, or whether it was 
in fact an inſurance as of a ſhip without force. They have determined, and. 
I think very rightly, that it was an inſurance without force, and therefore 
there can be no new trial. 5 
His Lordſhip was afterwards aſked, whether it was the opinion of the court, 
that, to make written inſtructions valid and binding as a warranty, they muſt 
be inſerted in the policy. Lord Mansfield anſwered, that moit undoubtedly 
that was the opinion of the court: if a man warrant that a ſhip ſhould depait 
with twelve guns, and it depart with ten only, it is contrary to the condition 
of the policy. 5

If a repreſentation be made to the underwriter of any circumſtance which 
was falſe, this, if it be in a material point, ſhall vacate the policy and annul 
the contract, although it happens by mistake, and without any fraudulent in- 
- tention or improper motive on the part of the inſured. The principle on 
which, in ſuch a caſe, the contract is held to be void, is, that the inſurer is led 
into error, and computes his riſk upon circumſtances not founded in fact; by 
which means, the riſk actually run is different from tliat intended to be run, 
at the time the contract is made. On this ground it is, that the contract is 
as much at an end as if there had been a wilful and falſe allegation, or an 
undue concealment of circumſtances. CV 
Macdowall w. Fraſer, Doug. 247. — This was an action on a policy af 
inſurance on the ſhip, “the Mary and Hannah, from New-York to Pit- 
ladelphia.” At the time when the inſurance was made, which was in Lon: 
don, on the zoth of January, the broker repreſented the ſituation of the 
Ahip to the underwriter as follows: “ The Mary and Hannah, a tigit 
veſſel, ſailed with ſeveral armed ſhips, and was ſeen ſafe in the Delaware at 
de 11th of Decenber, by a ſhip which arrived at New-York.” In fad, the 
ſhip was loſt on the gh of December, by running againſt a chevaux de j11 
placed acroſs the river. The cauſe came on to be tried before Lord Mans 
field at Guildhall. This was held to be a material miſrepreſentation as !0 


the time when the ſlip was ſeen; and the repreſentation and the day of the 
loſs being proved, the jury found for the defendant. | 

In a jubleguent caſe, Lord Mansfield and the reſt of the court were clearly 
of opinion, that, if the brpker, at the time when the policy is effected, u 
repreſenting to the underwriter the {tate of the ſhip, and the laſt intelligence 
concerning her does not diſcloſe the whole, and what he conceals ſhall app® 
matericl to the jury, they ought to find for the underwriter, the contratt u 
| uch caſe being void; although the concealment ſhould have been innocent, 

| the facts not mentioned having appeared 7mmaterial to the broker, and havin 
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not been communicated merely on that account, — Skirley v. Wilkinſon, 
Doug. Rep. 293. , 1 | 

In order to vitiate the contract, the thing cencealed muſt be Material, it 
muſt be ſome fact, and not mefely a ſuppoſition or ſpeculation of the inſured; 
and the underwriter mult take advantage of any miſrepreſentation the firſt 


opportunity, otherwiſe he will not be allowed to claim any benefit froin it 


at a future period. If therefore the inſured merely repreſent that he ex- 


lecks a thing to be done, the contract will not be void, although the event 
ſhould turn out very different from his expectation. — Barber v. Fletcher, 


Doug. 292. 


Thus, upon a motion for a new trial, one of the grounds ſtated to induce 


the court to grant it was, that, ſince the trial, a material repreſentation, which 


had been made to Shulbred, the firſt underwriter upon the policy, and which 
turned out to be falſe, had been diſcovered. Shubred made an affidavit, by 
which it appeared, that when he ſigned the policy in March, 1778, the broker 
was getting ſeveral others, in other ſhips, ſubſcribed at the tame time, all 
belonging to the {ame owner, and faid, ſpeaking of them all — © which 
veſſels are expected to leave the coaſt of Africa in November or December, 
1777.” In truth the veſiel in queſtion had failed in May, 1777, and Shul- 
bred ſwore, that, if he had known that circumſtance, he would not have ſign- 
ed. There had been actions brought againſt all the underwiiters on the 
policy, except Shulbred. 5 55 

Wherever there bas been an allegation of a falſehood, a concealment of cir- 
cumſtances, or a miſrepreſentation, it is immaterial, whether ſuch allegation 
or concealment be the act of the perſon himſelf who is intereſted, or of his 
agent; for, in either caſe, the contract is founded in deception, and the policy 
is conſequently void. — Fitzherbert v. Mather, 1 Term, Rep. p. 12. 


f the inſured is ſuppoſed to be guilty of fraud, the proof of it falls upon the 
underwriter: Direct and poſinve proof is not neceſſary; but circumſtantial 


evidence is all that can be expected; and, indeed, all that is neceſſary to ſub- 
ſtantiate ſuch a charge. | 5 | .

XI. SEA-WORTHINESS. 


Every ſhip inſured muſt, at the time of the inſurance, be able to perform 


the voyage, unleſs ſome external accident ſhould happen ; and if ſhe have a 
latent defect, wholly unknown to the parties, that will vacate the contract; and 


the inſurers are diſcharged. This doctrine is founded upon that general 


principle of inſurance-law, that the inſurers ſhall not be reſponſible for any 
loſs ariſing from the inſufficient or defective quality or condition of the thing 
lalured, | . 


- But although the inſured ought to know whether the ſip was ſea-worthy or 


not at the time ſhe ſet out upon her voyage, yet he may not be able to know 
the condition ſhe may be in after ſhe is out a twelvemonth: and, therefore, 
whenever it can be made appear, that the decay, to which th2 loſs 45 attribu- 
table, did not commence till a period ſubſequent to the inſurance, as ſhe was 
l24-worthy at the time, the underwriter would be liable, In a late caſe, 
Eden v. Parkinſon, Doug. 708, the ſame principle was much relied upon. 
Lord Mansfield faid ; “ By an implied warranty every ſhip inſured mut be 


right, ſtaunch, and ſtrong; but it is ſuficient if ſhe be fo at the time of her 
lating, She may ceaſe to be ſo in twenty-four hours after departure, and 


yet the underwriter will continue liable.” Every cafe of this kind, it is 
true, muſt depend upon its own circumſtances; but, when they are once aſ- 
certned, the rule of Jaw js clear and deciſiye. 
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XII. ILLEGAL VOYAGES. 


Whenever an inſurance is made on a voyage expreſlly prohibited by the 
common, ſtatute, or maritime, law of the country, the policy is of no effect. 

Even if it be told to the underwriter, that the voyage is illicit, he ſhall not 
be bound: becauſe the contract is null and void. — Bynk. Quæſt. Jur. Pub, 
1. 1. c. 21. . | 35 

If a ſhip, though neutral, be inſured on a voyage prohibited by an embargo, 
laid on in the time of war, by the prince of the country, in whoſe ports the ſhip 
happens to be, ſuch an inſarance alſo is void. — 1 Black. Com. 270, 
It follows, of courſe, that any act, doye in contravention of a proclamation 
of this nature, is illegal and criminal; becauſe it is equally binding as an act 
of parliament, and a contract founded on ſuch illicit proceedings is conſequently 
void. — Delmada v. Motteux, Mich. 25 Geo. 3. Ren 
Though an inſurance upon a imuggling voyage, prohibited by the revenue. 


laws of this country, wouid be void under the principle above-ſtated ; yet the 


rule has never been ſuppoſed io extend to thoſe caſes where ſhips have traded, 
or intend to trade, contrary to the revenue-laws of foreign countries, becauſe 
no country takes notice of the revenue-laws-of another; in ſuch caſes, there. 
fore, the policy is good and valid; and, if a loſs happens, the underwriter 
Will be anſwerable. — Planche wv. Fletcher, Doug. 238. „ 
We may conclude the preſent ſubje& with this principle: that all inſu. 
rances upon a voyage generally prohibited, ſuch as to an enemy's garriſon, or 
upon a voyage directly contrary to an . e act of parliament, or to royal 
proclamation in time of war, are abſolutely null and void. . 


XIII. PROHIBITED GOODS. 


By the 4 and 5 William and Mary, c. 15, F. 14, 15, 16, it is enacted, 
That all and every perſon or perſons, who, by way of inſurance or 
otherwiſe, ſhould undertake or agree to deliver any goods, wares, or mer- 
chandizes, whatſoever, to be 1mported from parts beyond the ſeas, at any port 


or place whatſoever, within this kingdom of England, dominion of Wales, 


or town of Berwick-upon-Tweed, without paying the duties and cuſtoms that 


| ſhould be due and payable for the ſame at ſuch importation, c any prohibited 


goods wwhatfoever ; or, in purſuance of ſuch inſurance, undertaking, or agree- 
ment, ſhould deliver, or cauſe or procure' to be delivered, any prohibited 
goods, or ſhould deliver, or cauſe or procure to be delivered, any goods or 
merchandizes whatſoever, without paying ſuch duties and cuſtoms as aforeſaid, 
knowing thereof, and all and every their aiders, abettors, and aſſiſtants,

Thus much may be laid down as a general propoſition, 
that all inſurances upon goods, forbidden to be exported or imported, by poli- 
tive ſtatutes, or by the king's proclamation zz lime of war 5 or which, from 
the nature of the commodity, and by the laws of nations, muſt neceſſarily be 
contraband, are abſolutely null and void. Under the firſt diviſion may be 
ranked, all offences againſt the revenue- laws of this country; and therefore, if 
an infurance were made in order to protect ſmuggled goods, ſuch inſurance 
would doubtleſs be of no effect. To this head, alſo, may be referred, any 
breach of the navigation- acts“, which were eſtabliſhed for the protection, en- 
couragement, and advancement, of our commercial and naval intereſts. 

There are likewiſe ſome commodities which, from their nature, as well 3 
by the law of nations, are contraband ; and, upon this ſubject all writers agree 
in eſtabliſhing this as a ſettled undiſputed rule, that whoever conveys any ne, 
cefluries to a beſieged town, camp, or port, is guilty of a breach of the Jaw 
nations, This being the cafe, an inſurance upon ſuch commodities muſt necel 
{arily be void and of no effect, agrecably to the principles which have bee!

XV. RE-ASSURANCE : AND DOUBLE INSURANCE. 


Re-aſfurance may be ſaid: to be a contract, which the firſt inſurer enter; 
into, in order to reſieve himſelf from thoſe riſks which he has incautiouſly 
undertaken, by throwing them upon other underwriters, who are called re- 

aſſurers. „ | 0 | 
The re-aſſurer is wholly unconnected with the original owner of the property 
inſured; and as there is no obligation between them originally, ſo none 1; 
raiſed by the ſubſequent act of the firſt underwriter. The riſks of the inſurer 
form the object of the re- inſurance, which is a new independant contract, not 
at all concerning the inſured ; who conſequently can exerciſe no power or au- 
thority with reſpect to it.

A warranty in a policy of inſurance. is a condition or N mae that 2 
certain thing ſhall be done, or happen; and, unleſs that is performed, there 
is no valid contract. It is perfectly immaterial for what view the warranty 
15 introduced : but, being once Fat ASE it becomes a binding condition on 
the inſured; and unleſs he can ſhew that he has /zzerally fulfilled it, or that 
it was literally performed, the contract is the ſame as if it had never exiſted.

But as a warranty muſt be fri&ly complied with in favour of the under.

The next object of our inquiry is, in what cafes, and under what circum. 
ſtances, there ſhall be a return of premium. 8 3-26 | 
The principle, upon which the whole of this dodtrine depends, is ſimple 
and plain. Theriſk or peril is the conſideration for which the premium is 
to be paid: if the riſk be not run, the conſideration for the premium fails; 
and equity implies a condition, that the inſurer ſhall not receive the price of 
running a riſk, if, in fact, he runs none.—3 Burr. 1240. 
Accordingly, in an action brought by the plaintiff, for 51. received by the 

_ defendant to the plaintiff's uſe, where it appeared in evidence, that one 
| Barkdale had made a policy of inſurance upon account, for 5/. premium, in 
the plaintiff's name, and that he had paid the ſame premium to the defen- 
dant, and that Barkdale had no goods then on-board, and fo the policy was 

void, Lord Chief-Juſtice Holt ſaid, the money is not only to be te- 

turned by the cuſtom but the policy is made originally void, the party, for 
whoſe uſe it was made, having no goods on- board; ſo that by this diſcovery, 
the money was received without any reaſon, occaſion, or confideration, and, 
conſequently, it was received originally to the plaintiffs uſe.

The French, in the famous ordinances of Lewis XIV. have inſerted an 
article, declaring, that, if the voyage is entirely broken up, before the 
departure of the thip, even by the adt of the inſured, the inſurance ſhall be 
void, and the underwriter ſhall return the premium, reſerving one half per 
cent. for his trouble. Accordingly, in England, it has always been the cuſſom 
when the poljey is cancelled, to return the premium, deducting one hal 
fer cent.

CH A P. XXI. 


ABSTRACT of an AcT for regulating the ſhipping and carrying Slavia in 
Britiſh Veſſels from the Coaſt of Ajrica. 35 Geo. III. c. 90. 


1. FT ſhall not be lawful for any maſter or commander of any Britiſh ſhip 
£4 or veſſel whatever, clearing out from any port of this kingdom after 
the firſt of Auguſt, 1795, to have on board at any one time, or to tranſport 
{laves from Africa to any part beyond ſea, in any ſuch ſhip, in any greater 
number than in the following proportions, viz. five ſlaves for every three tons, 
not exceeding 201 tons; and one ſuch ſlave for every additional ton above 
201 tons; male ſlaves, exceeding four feet four inches in height, in no 
greater number than in the proportion of one ſuch male ſlave to every ton, 
not exceeding 221 tons; and three ſuch male ſlaves, exceeding the ſaid 
height, for every additional five tons above 201 tons; and every ſuch ſhiy 
Mall be taken to be of ſuch burthen as is deſcribed in the certificate of repi!- 


try of each. And, if any ſuch maſter or commander ſhall act contrary 


hereto, he ſhall forie t thirty pounds for each ſlave, exceeding the above 
Proportions, one moiety whereof ſhall go to his majeſty, and the other 
moiety to any perſon or perſons who ſhall firſt ſue for the fame : Provided 
always, that if any more than two-fifths of the ſlaves ſhall be chil- 
_ dren, not exceeding four feet four inches in height, then every five ſuch 
children, over and above the aforeſaid proportion of two fifths, ſhall be 
deemed equal to four of the ſaid flaves. Provided always, that nothing 
Herein contained ſhall extend to the caſe of a fhip taking on board any num- 
ber of ſlaves that ſhall be found ſhipwrecked, or from on board any other 
Thip where, by reaſon of mutiny or inſurrection among the. ſlaves, or the 
crew, or by failure of hands, or by any actual diſtreſs of the veſſel, the maſ- 
ter or commander ſhall be diſabled from governing the ſhip, or continuing 
the voyage, the proof of wi.ich ſhall lie upon the maſter or other perſon 
having charge of ſuch thipſo taking on board ſuch ſlaves, Ov 
2 On the arrival of any ſuch ſhip in any iſland in the Well Indies, be- 
 Jonging to his majeſty, the maſter or commander of ſuch veſſel ſhall, before 
any of the ſaid ſlaves ſhall be unſhipped or landed, repair to the neareſt 
cuſtom houle, and there give in a written declaration to the collector, or 
other chief officer of the cuitoms, of the burthen of ſuch ſhip, and ſhall, at 
the ſame time, ſhew the certificate of the regiſtry thereof ; and ſhall alio give 
In a written declaration, containing an exact and true account of the greatelt 
number of ſuch ſlaves, (diftinguiſhing the number of males and females, 
and ſpeciſying the number of ſuch ſlaves as ſhall exceed the aforeſaid height 
of four feet four inches), who have been at any one time on board ſuch thip 
before, when, or after, ſuch ſhip quitted the coaſt of Africa for that voyage; 
and if ſuch matter or commander ſhall unſhip or land any ſuch ſlaves, con- 
trary hereto, ſuch maſter or commander ſhall forfeit five hundred pounds 
for every ſuch offence, and one moiety of the ſaid forfeiture ſhall go to b13

tinguiſhing the number of males and females, and of the deaths of any ſuch 


ſlaves or crew, and of the cauſe thereof, during the voyage, from her firſt 


departure to her arrival on the coaſt of Africa, during her ſtay on the ſaid 


coaſt, and after her departure from thence to the port of delivery, or during 


the time ſuch ſurgeon ſhall have been on-board; ſuch journal to be deli- 
vered to the colleQor or other officer, at the firſt Britiſh port where ſuch ſhip 


or veſſel ſhall arrive aſter leaving the coaſt of Africa, with a written decla- 


ration of the truth of ſuch journal; and ſuch collector, &c. ſhall, deliver to 


ſuch maſter, and ſurgeon, reſpectively, copies of the ſaid declaration, and 


of the ſaid journal, ſeverally atreſted by ſuch collector, &c. and duplicates 
of the ſaid atteſted copies ſhall be tranſmitted, by the {aid collector, &c.

This treaty was ſigned at London, the 19th November, 1794, by Lord Grenville, on 
the part of Great-Britain, and ſohn Jay, Eſq. on the part of the United States. It wa 
ratified by Geo. Waſhington, Eſq. Preſident of the United States, at Philadelphia, rah 
Auguſt, 1795; and by the King of Great Britain, at St. James's, 28th October, 1793.

arife : it is farther agreed, that whenever any ſuch articles ſo becoming contraband ac- 
cor ding to the exiſting laws of nations, ſhall for that reaſon be ſeized, the ſame hall no.

If any part of the cargoes of ſuch veſſels as are laden with goods, and bound to the 
Vaited States, bave arrived within four leagues of the coaſt, be unladen previous to their 
coming into port, and being legally authoriſed to unlade, all the goods ſo unladen, and 
any veſſel or boat into which they may be put, are forfeited ; and the mater and mate of. 
the veſſel ſo unladen, forfeit, each, one thouſand dollars; and every other perſon aid- 
ing and aſſiſting, treble the value of the goods unladen.—Theſe forfeitures are not, how 
ever, incurred in caſe of unavoidable accident, neceſſity, or diſtreſs of weather, if duly 
notified and ſtrictly proved. | | | 8 

Alſo, if, after any ſhip or veſſel has arrived within the limits of a diſtrict of the United 
States, from a foreign country, ſhe leaves, or attempts to leave it (unleſs to proceed to 4 
more interior diſtri), previous to report and entry made, the maſter forfeits four hun- 
dred dollars. And the collector, naval officer, ſurveyor, or any revenue cutter, may 
arreſt and bring her back ; unleſs the departure was occaſioned by diſtreſs of weather, 
dureſs of enemies, or other neceſſity, which in either caſe muſt be ftritly proved. 

Further, every maſter of a veſſel (ſhips of war and public packets excepted) muſt, 
within twenty-four hours after his arrival in any port of the United States, (if the uſual. 
hours of buſineſs will permit,) make report thereof to the chief officer of the culſton s at 
the port, and, within forty-eight hours, a further report of the cargo, and deliver a ma- 

In default of which, he forfeits one thouſand dollars: | 

Eut maſters of veſſels, whereof only part of the cargoes is deſtined to any particular port 
of the Unite l States, may, after paying or ſecuring the duties of ſuch part, and giving bond 
equal to the amount of the duties on the remainder, that no part thereof ſhall be landed in 
the United States without due entry, proceed to the port or place of their deſtination. 


And when the cargoes of any veſſels are deſtined to ports in different diſtricts, the maſter 
thereof may proceed from diſtrict to diſtrict, paying in each diſtrict the duties on ſucty 


goods as may be delivered therein, and giving bond to the collector of the diſtrict where 
they firſt arrived, for their due entry in every other diſtrict, and alſo obtaining from the 
reſpective collectors, to whom any part of their cargoes may be reported, copies of ſuch 


reports, and certificates of the quantity and particulars of the goods delivered. Any 
maſter, in default of obtaining ſich copy and certificate, or neglecting to produce them 


to any ſubſequent collector, forfeits five hundred dollars. — But, in cafe of ſpirits, ſucln

The penalty of falſe-ſwearing, as well of maſters of veſſels, as of the owners or con- 
fignees of goods, or their factors or agents, is fine or imprifonment, or both; not exceed- 
ing, in caſe of the former, one thouſand dollars; of the latter, one year. | 

No maſter of a veſſel, arriving. at any port where there is a poſt-office, may report or 
make entry, till he has delivered to the poſt-maſter all letters in his poſſeſſion, directed ts 
any perſon within the United States.

2d. Of the Duty of the Owners or Conſignees of Goods. : 
Within fifteen days after the maſter of any veſſel ſhall have made report to the collector, 
the owners or conſignees, or their factors or agents, muſt, on oath or affirmation, make 
entry with the ſaid collector of the goods conſigned to them, particularizing the marke, 
numbers, and contents, of each package; or, if in bulk, the quantity and quality; pro- 
ducing the original invoices, documents, and bills of lading, and declaring, that, ſhould 


any other goods afterwards appear to be conſigned to them; they will make it known, in 
order to a due entry thereof. | | 


Articles exempt from duty, as clothes, books, honſeho}d-farniture, &e. muſt be ſepa- 
rately and diſtinaly entered by their owner or his agent; who, according to the beſt of 
his knowledge, muſt make oath reſpecting ſuch owner, his occupation, arrival, or ex- 
pected arrival; and that the ſaid articles are really intended for his or his family's uſe, and 
not for ſale; which oath, being indorſed on the entry, muſt be ſubſcribed by the perſon 
making it. And in cafe fuch perſon be not the reat owner of the goods, he muſt give 
bond, that a like oath ſhall, within a year, be had of the real owner, either taken before 
the collector with whom the entry is made, or produced to him duly executed. A copy 
of which oath and entry muſt be tranſmitted to the ſecretary of the treaſury. = 

Report and entry mutt alſo he made on the re-importation of articles of the growth 

manufactures of the United States. Such articles being duty free, their identity muſt be 

carefully proved. For which purpoſe, the oaths of ſuch perſons as have knowledge of 
the facts are required, relative to the time of their expc:tation, the ſhip in which, and the 
perſon by whom, exported ; and, if imported into any other diſtrict than that from which 
they were exported, a certificate from the collector of the diſtrict, certify ing their export- 
acion: ſuch certificate, however, being diſpenſed with, where it cannot be immediately pro- 
duced, on giving bond for its production within four mon: hs, 

No. goods imported from a foreign country may be unladen till the duties, agreeably to 
an eſtimate made by the collector and naval officer (Where there is one at the port) are paid 
or ſecured ; and a permit, ſigned by the ſaid collector, and counterfigned by the ſaid naval 
officer, (where there is one at the port,) granted; nor in any caſe, except by ſpecial 
licence, unleſs between ſun-rife and ſun- ſet. Goods unladen in violation of theſe reſtric- 
none, (as alſo the veſſel and her tackle, where the value of the goods amounts to four 
hundred dollars) are forfeited; and every perfon concerned therein incurs a penalty of

Alſo goods requiring to be weighed or gauged, may not, on pe- 
nalty of forfeiture, be removed from the wharf where firſt landed, without the prefence 
pf a proper officer, till it be done.

where goods are legally forfeited, and if, in any caſe, impeded or reſiſted in the execu- 


tion of their duty, the perſon offending forfeits a ſum not exceeding four hundred dollars. 

Entries on the delivery of the cargoes of veſſels, muſt, when ſuch a delivery is com- 
pleted, be compared with the entries of the owners or conſignees, and the reſult endorſed 
o the reſpective entries, and ſubſcribed by the officers making the compariſon. And in 
caſe any package which ſhall have been reported be miſſing, the maſter forfcits five hun- 
dred dollars; but may ſave the penalty by making due proof, before proper authority, 
that no part of his cargo, fince taken on-board, had been unſhipped, except, as contained 
in his report, or that ſuch diſagreement was by accident or miſtake. 

In caſe any goods, other than ſalt and coal, remain on-board any veſſel fifteen days after 
the maſter's report is required to be made, the ſame muſt, by the inſpectors, be delivered 
into the cuſtody of the collector; who, Keeping them at the riſk of the owner, may, at 
the expiration of nine months, if claim be not previouſly made, cauſe them to be appraiſed 
by two reputable merchants (to aſcertain the guties thereon} and ſold at public auction, 
retaining the duties, and paying the overplus, if any, for the uſe of the owner, into the 
treaſury of the United States.—And when goods are damaged, or not accompanied with 
the original invoice, the duties may be aſcertained by appra:ſement of two merchants, the 
collector chobſi ng one, and the owner the other: or goods not accompanied with in voices 
may, at the option and riſk of the owner, be kept by the collector till the invoice be ob- 
tained. But goods entered and not invoiced are forfeited ; and any collector, ſuſpecting 
invoices to he'not according to the rrue value of the goods, may cauſe an appraiſement 
thereof to be made, as in caſe of damaged goods. bu | 

On ſuſpicion of fraud, packages, whereof zntry has been made, may, in the preſence 
of two or more reputable merchants, be opened and examined; and in caſe of difagree- 
ment, unlefs it be praved to have been by accident or miſtake, ſuch articles as diſagree 
with their reſpective entries are ſubject to forfeiture. Goods concealed, with intention to 
defraud the revenue, are alſo, if found, ſubject to forfeiture. And any perſon purchaſing 
goods liable to ſeizure, knowing them to be ſuch, forfeits double their value. EE 
| Officers of the cuſtoms, demanding or receiving other than legal fees, incor a penalty 
of two hundred dollars ; and accepting a bribe or reward, for conaiving at a falſe entry of 
veſſels or goods, a penalty of not leſs than two hundred, nor greater than two thouſand 
dollars. And perſons giving or offering ſuch bribe or reward, incur 2 like penalty, 


th. Of the Payment of Duties, c. 

In all cafes where the duties do not exceed fifty dollars, they muft be paid immediately; 
but, where they exceed that ſum, they may be either paid immediately, or ſecured by 
bond, for their payment, if-accruing on Weſt-India goods, other than ſalt, in four months; 
on ſalt in nine months; on wines in twelve months; and on all other articles, teas ex- 
cepted, one half in ſix, one quarter in nine, and the remainder in twelve, months; which 
bond may, at the option of the obligor, either include one or more ſuretics, or, without 
ſureties, be accompanied with a depoſit of part of the gocds. And the du: ies on teas may 
be ſecured, by bond wich fureties, payable in one year; or by bond, without ſureties 
in double their ainount, payable in two years; the teas being depoſited, at the riſk and 
expence of importers, in warehoufes agreed on between them aud an inſpector. And, in 
cale of depoſit, auy part of teas may be delivered to the owners on paying, or further 
ſecuring the payment of, the duties, by bond with ſuretieg, to be paid, where the duties 
do not exceed one hundred dollars, in four months; where they exceed one hundred, ang 
db not exceed five hundred dollars, in eight months ;- or where they exceed five hundred 
dollars, in twelve months. But the credit by the laſt- men ioned bond muſt not exceed 
two y{22:s from the depoſit of the teas; the collector then having power to cauſe ſo much 
thereof to be ſold at public auction as will diſcharge the arrears of duties ſtill due, with 
coſt of ſale. $ 5 | 
Bonds for duties not being paid at the time they become due, the callectors are required 
to inſtitute ſuits for their recovery; and, in cafe of infolvepcy, the debts dus tothe United 


States have priority.

Spirits, wines, and teas, muit, on pain of forfeiture,” at leaſt of the two former, he 
landed under the ſuperintendency of ſome officer of inſpection, to whom all permits from 
collectors for their landing mult be previouſly produced. 

Diſtilled ſpirits may not be imported in any caſk which ſhall have been marked, pur- 
ſuant to any law reſpecting ſuch ſpirits, on pain of forfeiture of the ſhip or veſſel i im- 
porting them. Nor may any diſtilled ſpirits, except arrack and ſweet cordials, be im- 
ported in caiks of leſs capacity than ninety. gallons, on pain of forfeiture. —Ale, beer, or 
porter, may not be imported in leſs caſks than of the capacity of forty gallons, or in leſs 
packages than f1x dozen bottles, on pain of forfeiture thereof, and of the ſhip or veſſel 
importing them. 

No goods other than houſehold furniture and clothes of perſons coming into the United 
States, for the Purpoſe of becoming inhabitants, may be brought from a foreign country, 

into any diſtrict thereof, Louiſville, Champlain, and South Hero, excepted, in any other 
manner than by ſea, nor by fea in veiſels leſs than thirty tons burthen, on pain of for- 
feiture of all ſuch goods, and the carriages, teams, or veſſels by which conveyed. 

No refined loaf or Jump ſugar ſhall be imported into the United States from any foreign 
port or place, except in ſhips or veſſels of the burthen of one hundred and twenty tons and 
upwards, and in caſks or packages containing each not leſs than ſix hundred pounds, on

If in clear weather a ſhip put out a ſhew for the pilot, being in ſome danger, and no pilot 
appears, they ought to attend in that neighbourhood; and having no reaſonable excuſe,

A ſhip\having bronght- to for a pilot with his colours out, and none near at hand, the 


fiſhermen, who have been uſed to officiate as pilots, may then take charge of the ſhip 
and carry her in, recovering full pilotage for their trouble, without any deduction, though 


none but pilots may carry aſhip to ſea, except fiſhermen appointed by the oldermand. 


'That the pilot - boats may be known, they thall carry a red cloth in the middle of their 


main-ſail ; but, whey they cannot uſe it, ſhall ſhew a white cloth at the end of their 


ſprit ; and, on meglect to ſhew theſe marks, they ſhall each time forfeit two rix-dollars 


to the oldermand, and two ditto to the poor.
